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INSTRUCTIONS 


FOR  THE 

PHYSICIANS  OF  HIS  MAJESTY’S  FLEET. 


1. 

When  a Physician  of  the  Fleet  shall  be  appointed,  he  is 
forthwith  to  take  upon  himself  the  duty  of  a Physician  accord- 
ingly, and  reside  on  board  the  Hospital-Ship,  or  should  there 
not  be  one,  on  board  such  other  Ship  as  the  Commander-in  - 
Chief  shall  direct.  In  the  execution  of  this  duty  he  is  to  con- 
sider himself  intrusted  with  the  Charge  and  Superintendence 
of  the  whole  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Fleet,  (and, 
on  Foreign  Stations,  of  the  Naval  Hospitals,)  and  with  a general 
control  over  all  the  Medical  Officers  serving  therein. 

2. 

When  on  board  a Hospital-Ship,  he  is  to  visit  all  the 
Patients  regularly.  Morning  and  Evening,  or  oftener  when  the 
nature  and  urgency  of  their  Complaints  render  it  necessary, 
and  to  direct  such  modes  of  practice,  whether  Physical  or 
Surgical,  as  he  may  judge  proper;  observing  that  the  Surgeon, 
and  all  other  Persons  appointed  to  attend  the  Sick  on  board 
the  Hospital-Ship,  and  all  arrangements  relating  to  the  part 
of  the  Ship  appropriated  for  the  reception  of  the  Sick  and 
Wounded,  are  to  be  under  his  Orders  and  Directions.  He  is 
therefore  to  propose  to  the  Captain  every  measure  which  he 
may  think  likely  to  be  of  service  to  the  Sick,  either  for  increas- 
ing their  comforts,  or  accelerating  their  cure ; and,  as  far  as 
circumstances  will  admit,  the  Captain  is  to  comply  with  his 
suggestions  for  these  objects. 
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3. 

If  any  Men  shall  be  sent  to  the  Hospital-Ship  with  such 
Hurts  or  Diseases  as  may  be  cured  without  danger  or  incon- 
venience in  the  Ships  to  which  they  belong,  he  is  to  report 
the  same  without  delay  to  the  Captain  or  Commanding  Officer, 
that  means  may  be  taken  for  such  Men  to  return  to  their  re- 
spective Ships. 

4. 

He  is  to  visit  the  Ships  of  the  Fleet  frequently,  and 
inquire  into  the  Health  of  the  Ships’  Companies  and  the 
treatment  of  the  Sick ; and  where  he  finds  unusual  Sickness 
prevailing,  he  is  to  ascertain,  if  possible,  the  cause  thereof, 
and  to  recommend  the  best  measures  within  his  power  for  its 
removal;  and,  whenever  he  may  consider  it  proper,  he  is  to 
call  upon  the  Surgeon  of  any  Ship  for  a written  Statement 
respecting  any  Disease  that  may  be  prevalent,  or  of  any  par- 
ticular Case  or  Cases.  He  is  likewise  to  inspect  the  Surgeons’ 
Journals,  and  see  that  the  Cases  are  properly  entered  therein. 
He  is  also  to  make  himself  acquainted  with  the  conduct  and 
abilities  of  the  Assistant-Surgeons,  to  enable  him,  if  called 
upon,  to  point  out  to  us — to  the  Commander-in-Chief  on 
the  Station — or  to  the  Physician-General  of  the  Navy — those 
who  may  be  best  qualified  for  any  particular  Service,  or  for 
Promotion. 

5. 

Whenever  he  shall  think  it  necessary,  he  is  to  examine  the 
Instruments,  Medicines,  and  Necessaries  on  board  any  Ship; 
and  if  he  finds  them  bad  in  quality,  or  deficient  in  quantity, 
he  is  to  report  the  same  to  the  Commander-in-Chief,  that  he 
may  take  such  measures  as  the  circumstances  require. 

6. 

He  is,  once  every  Week  at  least,  if  the  Weather  and  other 
No.  1.  P.  circumstances  will  admit  of  it,  to  report,  in  the  annexed  Form,

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to  the  Commander-in-Chief,  the  state  of  the  Sick  in  the 
Hospital-Ship ; and  also  once  a Week,  or  once  a Month, 
as  the  Commander-in-Chief  may  require,  to  report  to  him 
the  general  state  of  the  Sick  of  the  Fleet,  in  the  annexed 
Form,  as  far  as  he  shall  have  been  able  to  obtain  infor-  No.  2.  P. 
mation  thereof;  always  sending  a Duplicate  to  the  Phy- 
sician-General of  the  Navy.  He  is  to  specify  particularly 
in  his  Reports  those  Ships  which,  from  the  unhealthiness 
of  their  Crews,  appear  to  be  least  fit  for  active  Service,  and 
most  in  want  of  Refreshments ; and  he  is  to  point  out  to 
the  Commander-in-Chief  whatever  measures  he  may  think 
necessary  for  restoring  the  Health  of  any  particularly  sickly 
Ship’s  Company,  or  for  the  preservation  of  the  general 
Health  of  the  Fleet ; and  in  order  that  he  may  be  fully  in- 
formed on  that  subject,  the  Surgeons  of  the  respective  Ships  Surgeons’ 
are  required  to  furnish  him  with  Duplicates  of  the  Noso-  Art!™!101 
logical  Reports,  forwarded  to  the  Physician- General  of  the 
Navy,  Monthly  on  Home  Stations,  and  Quarterly  on  the 
Foreign. 

7. 

He  is,  when  on  a Foreign  Station,  to  visit,  as  frequently  as 
opportunities  may  offer,  the  Naval  Hospitals,  or  Sick-Quarters. 

On  these  visitations  he  is  to  be  considered  by  every  Officer  as 
charged  with  all  the  Duties  of  an  Inspector  of  Hospitals; 
and  he  is  to  examine  in  particular  into  the  detail  of  the  fol- 
lowing points  : — 

Treatment,  Diet  (including  their  proper  classification),  and 
Medical  Comforts  of  the  Patients. 

State  of  Hospital  Stores,  and  their  economical  expenditure. 

Gneral  Economy  of  the  Establishment. 

Efficiency  of  the  Officers  and  other  Persons  employed 
therein. 

He  is  also  to  attend  at  any  Survey  which  may  be  held 
during  his  Visitation  (or  when  directed),  on  Men  supposed 
to  be  unfit  for  the  Service,  and  assist  the  Surveying  Officers 
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with  his  opinion.  He  is  likewise  to  examine  with  great  atten- 
tion the  state  of  the  Agent’s  Accounts,  particularly  that  of 
his  Contingent  Disbursements,  and  to  transmit  to  the  Com- 
manding Officer,  and  also  to  us,  a Report  of  the  result  of 
each  Visitation,  with  such  observations  thereon  as  may  be 
necessary  to  guide  him,  or  us,  in  the  adoption  of  any  measures 
which  may  be  found  expedient  in  consequence  thereof. 

8. 

He  is  also  frequently  to  communicate  with  the  Physician- 
General  of  the  N avy  on  the  Health  of  the  Fleet,  and  to  state 
to  him  whatever  circumstances  relating  to  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment of  which  it  may  be  proper  that  he  should  be  informed. 

9. 

He  is  to  give  immediate  information  to  us  of  the  day  on 
which  he  shall  have  joined  the  Fleet.

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INSTRUCTIONS 


FOR  THE 

SURGEONS  OF  HIS  MAJESTY’S  FLEET. 


1. 

When  a Surgeon  shall  he  appointed  to  any  of  His  Majesty’s 
Ships,  he  is  forthwith  to  join  his  Ship,  and  take  upon  himself 
the  duty  of  Surgeon  accordingly;  and  in  the  performance 
thereof  he  is  strictly  to  comply  with  the  following  Instructions, 
and  to  obey  all  such  Orders  as  he  may  receive  from  his  Cap- 
tain, the  Physician-General  of  the  Navy,  the  Physician  of  the 
Fleet,  or  any  other  his  superior  Officer : and  as  soon  as  the 
requisite  accommodations  are  completed  for  the  security  and 
safe  custody  of  the  Stores  which  are  to  be  in  his  charge,  he 
is  to  make  application  to  the  respective  Officers  at  the  Hos- 
pital, or  Depot,  for  the  established  supplies  of  Medicines, 

Bedding,  &c.,  affording  such  information  as  he  may  possess 
relative  to  the  Station  for  which  his  Ship  may  be  fitting, 
that  they  may  be  enabled  to  regulate  the  proportions  agree- 
ably to  the  annexed  Scales,  except  for  the  articles  of  Tea,  Appendix, 
Sugar,  and  Soap,  (and,  on  Foreign  Stations,  Lemon- J uice,)  Nos’ 1 and  2* 
which  being  in  the  charge  of  the  Purser,  are  to  be  demanded 
from  him,  with  the  approval  of  the  Captain  as  required ; for 
which  (and  all  other  Supplies  not  contemplated  by  the  21st 
Article,)  the  Surgeon  is  to  grant  Receipts  quarterly,  and  to 
obtain  from  the  Purser  counterparts,  or  Issue-Notes,  with  his 
Signature  thereto,  charging  himself  with  all  such  articles  in 
his  Account,  and  transmitting  therewith  the  Purser’s  Issue-  Appendix, 
Notes  as  Vouchers,  observing  that  he  is  not  (except  on  extra- 
ordinary occasions,  which  are  to  be  particularly  stated)  to

exceed  the  very  ample  proportions  allowed  by  the  Scale,  for 
which  there  can  seldom  be  necessity,  since  the  establishment 
of  the  Sick-Mess,  as  explained  in  Article  21.  He  is  therefore 
to  attend  carefully  to  the  Note  at  the  bottom  of  the  Scale. 

2. 

He  is  to  provide  and  keep  in  proper  repair,  at  his  own 
expense,  a complete  set  of  Surgical  Instruments  according  to 
the  List  annexed;  and  on  proceeding  to  the  Hospital,  or 
Depot,  with  the  requisition  for  his  Stores,  he  is  to  deliver 
them  to  the  Surgeon  in  charge  of  the  Medicines  at  that  Establish- 
ment for  his  examination,  who  is  directed  carefully  to  inspect 
their  number  and  condition,  which  he  is  to  insert  in  the  re- 
spective columns  of  the  said  Form,  and  sign  the  same; 
which  Certificate,  as  signed  by  the  Officer  making  the  first 
supply , is  to  be  transmitted  by  the  Surgeon  with  his  first 
annual  Account.  He  is  also  frequently  to  examine  the  Sur- 
gical Instruments  of  his  Assistant- Surgeons,  to  see  that  they 
are  in  good  repair,  and  in  conformity  with  the  annexed  List, 
giving  a Certificate  of  such  Inspection,  as  also  of  the  conduct 
of  the  Assistant  at  the  end  of  every  year,  and  when  he  may 
quit  the  Ship ; but  should  he  see  any  reasons  for  withholding 
such  Certificate,  he  is,  without  fail,  to  state  them  fully  to  his 
Captain  and  to  the  Physician-General  of  the  Navy. 

3. 

When  a Surgeon  shall  be  superseded,  he  is  to  deliver  the 
whole  of  the  Stores  in  his  charge  to  his  Successor,  by  Survey, 
in  4;he  annexed  Form,  the  Report  of  which  is  to  be  made 
out  in  triplicate,  and  signed  by  himself  and  his  successor, 
as  well  as  by  the  Surveying  Officers ; one  copy  to  be  trans- 
mitted as  a Voucher  to  the  remains  in  his  final  Account,  an- 
other to  be  forwarded  by  his  Successor  with  his  annual  Account 
as  a Voucher  to  the  first  charge  therein,  and  the  third  to  be 
delivered  to  the  Captain  for  transmission  to  the  Commander- 
in-Chief,  or  Senior  Officer  on  the  Station ; observing  that  the 
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Account  is  always  to  be  closed,  when  practicable,  at  the  expira- 
tion of  Twelve  Months,  by  a Survey  on  the  Remains,  to  be 
also  made  out  and  properly  signed  in  triplicate  ; one  of  which 
is  to  accompany  the  closed  Account,  one  to  be  delivered  to  the 
Captain  for  the  Commander-in-Chief,  &c.,  and  the  other  to  be 
sent  with  the  succeeding  Account.  Rut  should  the  Ship  be  paid 
off,  then  the  whole  of  the  Stores  are  to  be  returned,  and  the 
Account  closed,  whether  she  be  intended  for  re-commissioning 
or  for  laying  up  in  ordinary ; and  the  Receipts  for  the  quan- 
tities returned  into  Store  to  be  transmitted  with  the  Account, 
together  with  the  Captain’s  Certificate  of  Good  Conduct,  &c. 
for  the  period,  and  the  other  documents  referred  to  in  Article  5.

Dispensaries  for  the  reception  of  Medicines  and  Medical 
Stores  being  now  fitted  up  in  all  classes  of  His  Majesty’s  Ships, 
to  the  Sloops’  rate  inclusive,  the  respective  Medical  Officers 
will,  on  application  at  the  Hospital,  or  Depot,  at  the  Port 
wdiere  they  fit  out,  be  supplied  with  the  proper  Chests,  observ- 
ing that  to  Vessels  below  i$ie  Sloops’  rate  one  Chest  only  is 
to  be  supplied;  but  to  those  above  that  rate  as  follows,  viz. — 

1st  Rates  . . . . .3  Chests  each. 

2d,  3d,  4th,  5th,  and  6th  Rates,  and] 

Sloops 

From  one  of  which  Chests  the  contents  are  to  be  immediately 
removed  into  the  Dispensary,  and  the  Chest  when  so  emptied 
is  to  be  forthwith  returned  into  Store,  together  with  the  Packing- 
Cases  in  which  the  Necessaries  are  sent  on  board;  and  he  is  to 
observe  that  he  will  be  held  strictly  responsible  for  the  due  care 
and  preservation,  not  only  of  the  Bottles,  Jars,  Medicines,  and 
Stores  in  the  Dispensary,  but  also  for  the  safety  of  the  Chest  or 
Chests  retained  on  board,  with  their  contents,  which  are  to  be 
properly  secured  in  the  Cockpit,  or  other  safe  place,  so  that  he 
may  have  ready  access  to  them  at  any  time  ; Commanding 
Officers  being  strictly  prohibited,  on  any  pretence  whatever,  from 
striking  them  down  into  the  Hold,  or  Spirit- Room,  or  placing

them  in  any  situation  where  they  may  sustain  injury;  otherwise 
they  will  be  called  upon  to  pay  the  amount  of  damage  ; and 
he  is  to  replace  from  the  said  Chests  the  Medicines,  &c.  ex- 
pended in  the  Dispensary,  and  to  return  the  empty  Bottles, 
&c.  into  the  spaces  from  whence  the  full  ones  are  taken  ; and 
from  the  annual  Report  of  Survey  he  is  to  make  Demands  in 
the  annexed  Forms,  showing  the  quantities  remaining,  and 
required  to  complete  the  established  proportions  according  to 
the  Scales ; which  Demands,  when  approved  by  the  Captain, 
are  to  be  taken  with  the  Medicine  Chest  or  Chests,  &c.  to  the 
Hospital,  or  Depot,  in  order  that  the  requisite  Supplies  may 
be  obtained  ; observing  that  as  a means  of  preventing  any 
inconvenience  or  delay,  all  Demands  are  to  be  presented  (ex- 
cept in  extreme  cases)  before  Three  o’Clock  in  the  Afternoon, 
and  Stores  are  not  to  be  returned  after  that  Hour,  nor  are 
Demands  to  be  repeated  for  Medicines,  Utensils,  or  Neces- 
saries, within  a Year,  nor  for  Groceries  within  Six  Months, 
unless  the  Ship  be  ordered  on  detached  Service,  or  that 
extraordinary  circumstances  have  caused  an  unusual  expen- 
diture, in  which  case  a particular  Statement  is  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Physician-General  of  the  Navy.  This  Regula- 
tion, however,  is  not  to  apply  to  Trusses,  which  are  to  be  com- 
pleted as  often  as  necessary,  and  the  Receipts  for  those  issued 
to  be  transmitted  in  the  written  Form,  as  per  margin,  with 
the  annual  Account.  And  should  any  articles  of  Medicine, 
Utensils,  Bedding,  or  Necessaries  become  unfit  for  use,  they 
are  not  to  be  taken  credit  for,  nor  returned  into  Store,  until 
a Survey,  in  the  annexed  Form,  shall  have  been  held  upon 
them,  and  the  Report  made  out  in  triplicate,  specifying 
the  probable  cause  of  their  becoming  unserviceable ; one  of 
which  Reports  is  to  accompany  the  articles  when  returned  into 
Store,  one  delivered  to  the  Captain  for  the  Commander-in- 
Chief,  &c.,  and  the  other,  with  the  Receiving  Officer’s  Receipt, 
is  to  be  transmitted  as  a Voucher  to  the  Account  in  which 
credit  is  taken  for  the  Articles  ; observin  g that  credit  will  not 
be  allowed  for  any  Bedding  or  Utensil  lost  or  expended,  or  any 
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breakage  of  the  Bottles  or  Jars  belonging  to  the  Medicine  Chest, 
unless  a Certificate  from  the  Captain,  detailing  the  circum- 
stances of  the  loss  or  breakage,  shall  be  transmitted  with  it. 

5. 

Every  Supply  of  Medicines,  Necessaries,  &c.,  from  a re- 
gular Establishment  will  be  accompanied  by  Invoices,  num- 
bered as  per  margin,  by  which  he  is  to  examine  the  several 
quantities,  to  see  that  they  are  correct,  when  they  are  to  be 
entered  in  the  proper  columns  of  his  annual  Account,  as  per 
margin,  -taking  particular  care  that  the  articles  supplied  be 
faithfully  administered  for  the  relief  of  the  Sick  and  Wounded, 
and  that  no  part  of  them  be  either  wasted,  embezzled,  or  ap- 
plied to  any  other  purpose  than  that  for  which  they  are  in- 
tended ; and,  on  closing  the  said  Account,  he  is  to  execute 
the  Declaration  attached  thereto,  and  transmit  it  with  the  docu- 
ments recapitulated  in  the  List  at  the  back  thereof,  and  the 
necessary  Receipts  for  supplies  of  Medicines,  &c.,  which  he 
may  have  been  authorized  by  his  Captain  to  make  to  other 
Ships,  or  on  any  emergency ; and  if,  from  unforeseen  causes, 
the  Medicines,  &c.  should  be  expended  at  a time  when  he 
cannot  have  intercourse  with  a Naval  Hospital,  or  Medical 
Depot,  nor  procure  a sufficiency  from  another  Ship,  he  is  to 
represent  the  same  to  the  Captain,  who  will  obtain  from  the 
Senior  Officer  present  an  Order  in  writing  to  purchase  such 
articles  as  may  be  necessary,  and  cannot  be  supplied  from  the 
Ship’s  stores ; in  which  case  an  addition  is  to  be  made  to  the 
Declaration  to  the  effect,  “ that  the  amount  of  the  Bill  or  Bills 
of  Exchange  drawn  by  him  in  payment  of  the  articles  pur- 
chased, and  included  in  the  Account,  was  actually  paid  by  him 
for  the  same,  without  any  benefit  or  advantage  to  him,  or  to 
any  person  on  his  behalf.” 

6. 

On  receiving  the  Order  of  the  Senior  Officer  present,  to 
make  the  necessary  Purchases,  the  Surgeon  is  to  procure  the 
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same  on  the  most  advantageous  terms,  taking  care  that  they  be 
good  and  fit  for  His  Majesty’s  Service ; and  he  is  to  obtain 
Appendix,  B.  Vouchers,  in  duplicate,  agreeably  to  the  Form  annexed,  for  the 
quantities  purchased,  taking  great  care  to  have  all  the  parti- 
culars correctly  inserted. 

The  Medicines  so  purchased  are,  if  circumstances  will  per- 
mit, to  be  examined  by  the  Physician  of  the  Fleet,  should 
there  be  one  present  ; if  not,  by  himself  and  his  Assistants, 
who  are  to  sign  a Certificate  of  such  examination  on  the 
Voucher. 

Necessaries,  or  other  articles  than  Medicines,  are  to  be 
examined  by  the  Master  and  the  Purser,  who  are  to  certify  on 
the  Voucher  to  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  several  arti- 
cles so  purchased  and  received  on  board,  and  in  payment 
thereof  the  Surgeon  is  to  draw  a Bill  of  Exchange,  in  the 
Appendix,  C.  annexed  Form,  on  the  Accountant-General  of  the  Navy  at 
Three  Days’  sight,  taking  care  that  the  Rate  of  Exchange  be 
correctly  certified  on  the  Bill.  He  is  also  to  advise  of 
having  drawn  such  Bill,  transmitting  one  copy  of  the  Voucher 
with  the  Letter  of  Advice  to  the  Accountant-General  of  the 
Appendix,  Navy,  and  the  other  with  his  annual  Account  to  the 
N°.  9.  Physician-General  of  the  Navy. 

7.  . ' 

The  Pursers  of  all  Ships  proceeding  to  Foreign  Stations  are 
supplied  with  Preserved  Meats,  to  be  issued  gratuitously , in 
quantities  of  from  two  to  six  ounces  per  Man  per  diem, 
to  such  of  the  Sick  and  Convalescents  on  board  as  may  in  the 
Surgeon’s  opinion  stand  in  need  of  such  refreshment ; but  the 
latter  quantity  is  not  to  be  exceeded,  unless  under  very 
peculiar  circumstances. 

The  Surgeon  is,  therefore,  with  the  approval  of  the  Captain, 
to  demand  of  the  Purser,  in  writing,  such  quantities  as  he  may 
from  time  to  time  require,  and  proceed  according  to  the  direc- 
tions laid  down  in  Article  1 .

8. 

Whenever  a part  of  the  Ship’s  Crew  may  be  ordered 
on  distant  Boat  Service,  or  detached  Service  in  Tenders, 
small  Vessels,  &c.,  so  as  to  expose  them  in  a greater  degree 
to  Wet,  or  Night- Air,  he  is  to  endeavour,  by  timely  repre- 
sentation to  the  Captain  or  Commanding  Officer,  to  prevent 
any  Men  from  being  sent  on  such  duty  who  may  have  but 
recently  recovered  from  Illness,  or  returned  from  Hospital  or 
Sick-Quarters,  as  they  must  naturally  be  more  liable  to  injury 
from  such  exposures  than  those  whose  constitutions  have  not 
been  affected  by  disease ; and  the  Captains  or  Commanding 
Officers  will  strictly  attend  to  the  Surgeon’s  representation, 
as  far  as  the  general  state  of  the  Crew  and  the  circumstances 
of  the  Service  will  admit. 

9. 

Sickness  and  mortality  among  Seamen  in  Tropical  Climates 
being  frequently  caused  by  the  nature  of  their  occasional  duties 
on  Shore,  and  Peruvian  Bark  with  Wine  having  been  found 
of  great  utility  as  a preventive,  the  Surgeon  is,  therefore,  on 
all  such  occasions,  to  request  of  the  Captain  a List  of  the  Men 
who  are  to  be  sent  on  Shore  to  procure  Wood  or  Water,  or  on 
other  laborious  duty ; and  should  he  consider  it  advisable,  he 
is  to  recommend  for  each  Man  previously  to  his  leaving  the  Ship 
in  the  Morning,  a dram  of  powdered  Bark  in  half  a gill  of  sound 
Wine,  and  the  like  quantity  of  Wine  after  the  mixture  ; or  if 
there  be  no  Wine  on  Board,  one-eighth  of  a gill  of  Spirits  and 
a fourth  of  a gill  of  Water,  which  proportions  are  also  to  be  re- 
commended for  each  Man  on  his  return  to  the  Ship  in  the  Even- 
ing ; and  should  any  Men  remain  on  Shore  during  the  Night,  he 
is  to  furnish  the  Officer  commanding  them  with  a sufficient  quan- 
tity of  Bark  and  Wine  (or  Spirits),  mixed  in  the  same  propor- 
tions, for  their  use  both  Night  and  Morning,  observing  that  as 
the  Wine,  or  Spirits  in  lieu,  so  administered  by  order  of  the  Cap- 
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tain,  is  in  addition  to  the  established  daily  allowance.  He  is 
not  to  give  any  Receipt  to  the  Purser  for  the  same,  nor  to  be 
in  any  manner  accountable  for  the  quantities  so  issued,  as  the 
Captain  will  grant  the  necessary  Certificate.  And  he  is  to 
observe  attentively  the  subsequent  state  of  Health  of  the  Men 
to  whom  the  Bark  shall  have  been  thus  administered,  and  to 
report  very  fully  to  the  Physician-General  of  the  Navy  his 
opinion  of  its  effects,  noting  the  total  quantity  of  Wine  or 
Spirits  so  issued,  and  under  what  circumstances,  at  the  con- 
clusion of  his  remarks,  at  the  end  of  the  Journal. 


10. 

When  from  bad  Weather,  or  any  other  cause,  the  Lower 
Deck  Ports  of  Ships  of  the  Line  cannot  be  opened,  and  the 
space  between  Decks  thus  become  replete  with  moisture  and 
noxious  effluvia,  he  is  to  apply  to  the  Captain  to  cause  Iron 
Pots  or  Hanging-Stoves  with  burning  cinders,  to  be  distributed 
between  Decks,  and  in  the  Well,  or  any  other  of  the  lower  parts 
of  the  Ship  in  which  they  can  be  placed  with  safety. 

When  infection  shall  exist,  or  there  shall  be  cause  to  suspect 
its  existence,  he  is  to  adopt,  with  the  Captain’s  permission, 
every  possible  measure  for  checking  it,  bearing  in  mind  that 
dryness,  cleanliness,  and  ventilation  are  the  most  effectual 
means  as  well  for  preventing  as  destroying  disease  and  con- 
tagion ; and,  when  the  latter  exists,  he  is  to  recommend  that 
the  Bedding  and  Clothes  of  the  Men  be  frequently  opened 
and  spread  loose  in  the  fresh  air,  that  they  may  be  completely 
purified;  and  all  Persons  whose  illness  he  may  suspect  to  be 
infectious  are  to  be  stripped  on  their  entry  into  the  Sick-Berth, 
and,  if  practicable,  washed  with  soap  and  warm  water,  and 
supplied  with  clean  linen.  He  is  to  take  care  that  their  own 
Bedding,  and  the  Clothes  they  have  recently  worn,  be  im- 
mersed in  boiling  water,  and  washed  before  they  are  returned 
to  them.  The  Mattresses,  Blankets,  Sheets,  &c.,  appropriated 
to  the  use  of  the  Sick,.,  are  frequently,  in  suitable  weather,  to 
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be  hung  up  separately  on  lines  for  the  purpose  of  being  puri- 
fied by  ventilation. 

11. 

Hair  Mattresses,  Sheets,  Linen  Caps,  and  Pillows,  with  all 
necessary  utensils  for  Patients  confined  to  Bed,  being  allowed, 
together  with  Soap  for  washing  and  cleansing  the  persons  of 
the  Sick,  he  and  his  Assistants  are  to  take  particular  care  that 
the  Patients  be  kept  in  a state  of  perfect  cleanliness.  He  is 
also  to  be  very  careful  that  the  Mattresses,  Sheets,  Caps,  and 
all  other  articles  supplied  for  the  use  of  the  Sick,  be  not  in- 
jured, destroyed,  or  embezzled  ; and  to  this  point  his  attention 
is  to  be  directed  on  his  visits  to  his  Patients,  which  visits  are 
not  to  be  less  than  twice  each  day,  and  as  much  oftener  as  the 
respective  cases  may  require ; and  he  is  to  take  care  that  his 
Assistants  also  visit  them  from  time  to  time,  and  that  they 
report  to  him  every  necessary  particular  regarding  their  con- 
ditions, complaints,  &c.,  and  whether  the  Persons  appointed  to 
attend  the  Sick  are  observed  to  be  duly  attentive  to  them. 

12. 

As  he  has  charge  of  the  Health  of  so  many  Persons,  who, 
from  crowded  accommodations,  the  nature  of  their  Diet,  the 
variation  of  the  Weather  and  Climate,  and  numerous  other  cir- 
cumstances, are  liable  to  infectious  Fevers,  and  various  other 
diseases,  as  well  as  to  Wounds,  or  injuries  incidental  to  their 
mode  of  life,  the  guarding  against  and  counteracting  the 
attendant  evils  will  depend  very  materially  on  his  own  re- 
sources and  promptitude  in  applying  the  most  speedy  reme- 
dies according  to  circumstances;  and  as  Sickness  (which  in 
the  most  favourable  situation  on  Shore  must  in  some  degree 
depress  the  spirits)  cannot  fail  to  lead  to  despondency  on 
board  Ships  of  War,  where  there  are  so  many  inconve- 
niences and  privations  that  cannot  be  remedied,  it  will  be- 
come his  duty  to  soothe  and  cheer  the  minds  of  his  Patients 
by  the  most  humane  attention,  and  all  possible  consolatory

kindness ; to  listen  with  patience  to  all  complaints  or  griev  - 
ances,  whether  real  or  imaginary,  and  to  show  every  disposi- 
tion to  redress  them ; as  this  conduct  will  materially  tend  to 
create  confidence,  to  exhilarate  the  spirits,  and  thus  add  to  the 
hope  of  recovery. 

13. 

The  Patients  are  to  be  removed,  when  the  Surgeon  shall 
judge  it  necessary,  into  the  Sick-Berth,  which,  as  well  as  all 
Persons  appointed  to  attend  it,  is  to  be  under  his  immediate 
direction ; and  he  is  to  take  care  that  it  be  kept  at  all  times  as 
clean  and  dry  as  possible,  for  which  purpose,  as  well  as  for 
the  comfortable  warmth  of  the  Patients,  a Stove  with  clear 
burning  cinders  is  to  be  kept  therein  as  often  as  he  may  think  it 
needful ; and,  on  his  request,  the  Captain  will  cause  him  to  be 
supplied  with  covered  buckets  and  all  other  requisite  con- 
veniences, and  allow  such  a number  of  the  Ship’s  Com- 
pany as  may  be  proper  to  attend  the  Sick  night  and  day  as 
Nurses,  in  addition  to  the  established  Attendant,  and  he  is  to 
make  due  representation  of  any  negligence  or  want  of  attention 
in  the  performance  of  their  duty.  He  is  to  take  particular 
care  that  Medicines  and  proper  drink  be  provided  every  evening 
in  sufficient  quantities  to  serve  until  morning ; and  as  drink  to 
the  Sick,  particularly  in  Fevers,  is  essential  to  their  comfort 
and  recovery,  he  is  to  give  the  most  positive  directions  that  the 
Nurses  and  Attendants  offer,  and  gently  press  it  upon  the 
Patients  every  hour,  or  oftener,  according  to  circumstances; 
and  he  is  to  leave  strict  orders  with  his  Assistants,  and  with 
the  Nurses,  that  in  the  event  of  any  alteration  taking  place  in 
the  state  of  Patients  labouring  under  dangerous  diseases,  he  be 
immediately  acquainted  therewith,  by  day  or  night,  in  order 
that  no  time  may  be  lost  in  affording  the  necessary  assistance. 

14. 

Should  Ulcer  at  any  time  become  prevalent  among  the 
Crew,  the  Persons  so  affected  are  to  be  kept  apart  from  the 
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Ship’s  Company,  and  as  much  as  possible  from  each  other, 
and  the  strictest  attention  is  to  be  observed  that  all  removed 
dressings  be  thrown  overboard,  and  the  foul  bandages  im- 
mediately put  into  a bucket  of  boiling  water,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  destroying  all  contagious  or  infectious  matter,  and 
afterwards  properly  washed.  He  is  also  to  allow  every 
ulcerated  Patient  a Sponge  to  himself,  which  is  daily  to  be 
purified  in  boiling  water ; and,  should  washing  the  sores  be 
deemed  necessary,  he  is  strictly  to  observe  that  the  Ulcers  of 
no  two  Patients  be  washed  in  the  same  water.  When  an 
Ulcer  shall  have  run  into  the  sloughing  stage,  he  is  to  cause 
the  Patient  to  be  kept  entirely  apart  from  the  others, 
and  in  a situation  where  the  best  degree  of  ventilation  can  be 
preserved. 

15. 

He  is  not  to  confine  his  attention  exclusively  tcf  Patients  in 
the  Sick-Berth,  or  to  those  who  may  be  actually  Sick,  but  to 
be  attentive  to  every  circumstance  that  may  occur  or  in  any 
degree  tend  to  affect  the  Health  of  the  Ship’s  Company,  wffiich 
he  is  at  all  times  carefully  to  observe ; and  should  he  suspect 
the  appearance  of  disease  or  indisposition  in  any  Man,  he  is  to 
examine  him  minutely,  although  he  may  not  have  made  any 
complaint,  and  on  finding  his  suspicion  well  founded,  he  is 
immediately  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary,  in  order 
that,  by  an  early  attention  to  every  case  of  disease,  the  cure 
may  be  more  speedy,  and  the  communication  of  it  prevented ; 
and  upon  long  cruises  or  voyages,  when  there  is  not  a sufficiency 
of  Lemon-Juice  on  board  for  the  whole  Ship’s  Company,  he  is 
on  his  occasional  Inspections  of  the  Crew,  to  ascertain  whether 
any  of  them  have  symptoms  of  Sea  Scurvy;  and  should  he 
discover  any  tendency  thereto,  although  too  slight  for  putting 
them  on  the  Sick-List,  he  is  to  demand  Lemon-Juice  and 
Sugar  from  the  Purser  for  their  use,  as  directed  in  the  1st 
Article. 
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16. 

He  is  to  take  care  that  every  preparation  be  made  for  the 
accommodation  and  treatment  of  Wounded  Men,  and  there- 
fore whenever  the  Ship  shall  be  cleared  for  Action,  he  is, 
with  his  Assistants  and  others  appointed  to  attend  him,  to 
repair  to  the  Cockpit,  or  such  other  place  as  the  Captain  shall 
direct,  where  a platform  and  other  conveniences  are  to  be 
provided ; and  he  is  to  instruct  all  those  stationed  with  him,  as 
well  as  others  whom  the  Captain  may  appoint,  in  the  use 
of  the  Tourniquet,  causing  a sufficient  number  of  temporary 
substitutes  for  that  article  to  be  made  and  distributed  to  the 
different  quarters,  and  sending  two  or  three,  at  least,  into  each 
Top,  to  be  applied  as  occasion  may  require;  so  that  the 
Wounded  Men  may  suffer  as  little  as  possible  from  the  loss 
of  blood,  while  waiting  until  he  shall  be  able  to  attend  to 
them. 

» 

17. 

He  is  on  all  occasions,  when  any  dangerous  or  infectious 
disease  may  appear,  immediately  to  apprize  the  Captain,  for 
the  purpose  of  its  being  reported  to  the  Commander-in- 
Chief,  or  Senior  Officer  present,  and  to  communicate  with 
the  Physician  of  the  Fleet,  if  there  be  one,  on  those  and 
all  other  points  relative  to  the  Health  of  the  Officers  and  Ship’s 
Company,  as  well  as  to  take  care  that  detailed  or  particular 
Statements  thereof  be  communicated  to  the  Physician-General 
of  the  Navy  in  the  Nosological  Returns. 

18. 

It  having  frequently  occurred  that  the  Crews  of  Ships  re- 
turning from  Foreign  Stations  have  on  their  arrival  in 
Northern  Latitudes,  particularly  in  the  Winter  Season,  been 
afflicted  with  Catarrhal,  Pulmonic,  and  Rheumatic  complaints, 
and  other  dangerous  diseases,  usually  occasioned  by  a sudden 
change  of  temperature  and  deficiency  of  Clothing,  the  Surgeon 
is  therefore,  whenever  he  learns  that  the  Ship  is  destined  to 
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proceed  from  a Warm  to  a Cold  Climate,  to  submit  the  matter 
to  the  Captain,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  proper  mea- 
sures to  provide  against  such  contingencies. 

19. 

When  any  Man  shall  die  on  board  a Ship,Nthe  Surgeon  is 
to  transmit  by  the  earliest  opportunity  to  the  Physician- 
General  of  the  Navy,  as  also  to  the  Physician  of  the  Fleet, 
should  there  he  one,  a particular  detail  of  the  circumstances ; 
and  in  all  cases  of  sudden  death,  where  there  has  not  been  any 
previous  indisposition,  he  is  to  apply  to  his  Captain  to  have 
the  body  carefully  examined,  with  a view  to  ascertain  the  cause 
of  dissolution,  a full  and  explicit  Report  of  which  investiga- 
tion is  also  to  be  transmitted. 

20. 

For  the  better  accommodation  and  comfort  of  the  Sick  and 
Wounded  on  board  His  Majesty’s  Ships,  it  has  been  directed 
that  a Sick- Mess  should  be  formed,  under  the  superintendence 
of  tlie  Surgeon ; and  that  he  may  be  enabled  to  procure  the 
first  Supplies  for  that  Mess  in  Ships  fitting  out,  a sum  of 
Money,  according  to  the  rate  of  the  Ship,  as  specified  in  the 
following  Scale,  will  be  placed  at  his  disposal. from  a fund  to 
be  formed  as  hereafter  directed,  and  called  the  “ Sick- Berth 
Fund,”  viz. —

Upon  any  Patient  being  entered  on  the  Sick-List,  for  whom 
a change  or  regulation  of  Diet  may  be  necessary,  the  Surgeon 
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is  to  give  immediate  information  to  the  Purser  by  a Note?  who 
is  thereupon  to  stop  such  Person’s  regular  allowance  of  Pro- 
visions, and  proper  Diet  is  to  he  assigned  him  on  such  of  the 
Scales  in  the  following  Scheme  as  the  Surgeon  may  deem 
adviseable;  for  which  purpose  he  is  to  demand  from  the 
Purser  such  articles  of  Provisions,  &c.,  as  he  may  consider 
necessary,  including  Wine  or  Spirits,  should  the  state  of  the 
Sick  require  the  use  of  either  medicinally ; and  that  Officer  is, 
at  the  end  of  each  Quarter  of  a Year,  to  pay  into  the  hands  of 
the  Surgeon  such  Sums  as  the  portion  of  Provisions  so  stopped 
from  the  Patients  may  amount  to,  at  the  established  prices  for 
Savings,  except  Fresh  Meat,  which  is  to  be  paid  for  at  “ four - 
pence  per  pound and  the  quantities  of  the  various  articles, 
with  the  value  so  paid,  he  is  to  include  in  the  usual  List  of 
Savings,  as  made  by  the  Sick- Mess.

N.B.  The  Necessaries  in  the  Scale,  Appendix,  No.  2,  are  to  form  part 
of  the  Diet  for  the  Sick,  with  a proportion  of  Preserved  Meat  or 
Soup  (as  per  Article  7),  and  such  Articles  of  their  daily  allowance  as 
the  Surgeon  may  deem  advisable. 
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22. 

The  Surgeon  is  to  be  particularly  careful  to  charge  himself 
with  all  Sums  of  Money  received  by  him,  whether  from  the 
Sick-Berth  Fund,  from  the  Purser,  for  Stoppages,  or  otherwise, 
and  with  which  he  is  to  purchase  such  Stock  and  extra  arti- 
cles as  may  be  considered  necessary  for  the  benefit  of  the  Sick, 
taking  care  that  the  Expenditure  be  limited  to  the  amount  in 
hand ; and  he  is  to  observe  that  no  issues  of  Tea,  Sugar,  or 
other  Necessaries  in  the  Scale,  will  be  allowed  beyond  the  pro- 
portions therein  specified,  except  under  very  particular  circum- 
stances, a detailed  Statement  of  which  is  to  accompany  the 
Account  in  which  Credit  is  taken  for  the  Expenditure ; and  in 
all  Rates,  down  to  the  5th  inclusive,  he  is  to  recommend  to  his 
Captain  a proper  Man  of  good  character  from  the  Ship’s  Com- 
pany for  the  Rating  of  Sick-Berth  Attendant,  with  the  Pay, 
& c.  of  an  Able  Seaman,  whose  duty  it  will  be  to  attend  ex- 
clusively on  the  Sick,  without  being  called  away  at  any  time 
by  the  other  ordinary  duties  of  the  Ship,  unless  by  the  order  of 
his  Captain  or  Commanding  Officer,  in  case  of  emergency. 

23. 

The  Surgeon  is  to  deliver  to  the  Captain  a Quarterly  State- 
ment of  his  Receipts  and  Disbursements  for  this  Service, 
checked  and  countersigned  by  the  Purser,  with  regular 
Vouchers  for  his  Payments,  and  the  Balance  in  hand  is  to  be 
carried  to  the  Debit  of  the  next  Quarter’s  Account,  or  paid 
over  by  the  Surgeon  to  his  Successor,  as  the  case  may  be ; but 
if  the  Ship  should  be  paid  off,  the  balance  4s  to  be  invariably 
delivered  by  the  Surgeon,  with  a Certificate  of  the  amount,  into 
the  hands  of  the  Purser,  who  will  give  a Receipt  for  the  same, 
and  debit  himself  therewith  in  his  General  Cash  Account 
Current,  which  sum  he  is  not  to  apply  to  any  other  purpose 
whatever;  but  should  there  not  be  any  Balance  for  him  to 
receive,,  he  is  to  make  a notation  to  that  effect  at  the  foot  of 
the  Account  Current,  and  to  produce  a Certificate  from  the 
Surgeon  in  support  thereof ; and  at  the  end  of  every  annual  or

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final  Account,  the  Surgeon  is  to  forward  therewith  to  the  Phy- 
sician-General of  the  Navy  an  Abstract,  in  the  written  Form,  as 
Appendix,  D.  per  margin,  to  show  the  amount  received  and  expended  by  him 
for  such  Service  in  each  Quarter,  the  details  of  which  had  been 
previously  examined  and  delivered  to  the  Captain,  together  with 
the  Receipt  of  his  Successor,  or,  should  it  be  a final  Account, 
of  the  Purser,  for  the  Balance. 

24. 

When  Fish  are  caught  for  the  Ship’s  Company,  the  Sur- 
geon is  to  give  the  Captain  a List  of  the  Men  who  stand  most 
in  need  of  such  refreshment,  that  they  may  he  first  supplied ; 
and  whenever  Convalescents  belonging  to  other  Ships  shall  be 
sent  on  board  from  a Hospital,  or  otherwise  they  are  to  be 
treated  by  the  Surgeon  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Sick  belonging 
to  his  own  Ship,  and  to  he  put  upon  such  Diet  as  he  shall  judge 
proper ; and  should  the  Funds  of  the  Sick- Mess  be  expended, 
and  he  be  of  opinion  that  the  Patients  under  his  care 
would  derive  benefit  from  Hospital  Diet,  he  is  to  make  out  a 
List  of  them,  and,  when  approved  by  the  Captain,  transmit 
it  with  a demand  to  the  Surgeon  of  the  Hospital  for  the  requisite 
number  of  daily  Rations,  granting  Receipts  to  that  Officer  for 
the  same,  and  taking  particular  care  that  the  Purser  be 
duly  informed  of  the  names  and  number  so  victualled,  that  they 
may  be  wholly  checked  of  their  Provisions  on  hoard,  and 
noted,  “ Victualled  on  Hospital  Diet”  during  the  period  of  such 
Victualling;  as  credit  will  he  allowed  on  the  Hospital  Books 
for  the  number  of  Rations,  the  same  as  if  the  parties  had 
been  Patients  therein.

25. 

Whenever  there  shall  be  Men  on  board,  who,  from  the  gene- 
ral state  of  their  Health,  or  the  particular  nature  of  their  Hurts 
or  Diseases,  may  be  considered  no  longer  fit  to  serve  in  His 
Majesty’s  Navy,  the  Surgeon  is  to  report  them  to  the  Captain, 
that  they  may  be  surveyed ; but  he  is  to  be  very  careful  not 
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suffer  himself  tb  be  deceived  by  any  who  may  feign  com- 
plaints for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  their  discharge  from 
the  Service ; and  with  those  who  shall  be  invalided  and 
subsequently  sent  to  a Hospital,  to  await  a conveyance,  or  sent 
direct  on  board  a Ship  for  a passage  to  England,  a concise 
Statement  of  each  Case,  detailing  the  Medical  Treatment  to  the 
period  of  their  being  invalided,  is  to  be  delivered  to  the  Surgeon 
of  the  Hospital  or  of  the  Ship  in  which  they  are  embarked, 
that  it  may  be  given  to  the  Officer  of  the  Hospital  or  the 
Surgeon  of  the  Flag  or  other  Ship  into  which  such  Invalids 
shall  be  finally  discharged.  And  when  Officers  are  invalided 
from  Foreign  Stations,  the  Surgeon  of  the  Ship  in  which  they 
served  is  to  deliver  to  each,  sealed  up,  a detailed  Statement  of 
the  commencement  and  progress  of  his  complaint,  addressed 
to  our  Secretary,  in  order  that  we  may  be  enabled  to  judge 
more  correctly  of  the  propriety  of  his  having  been  inva- 
lided. 

26. 

The  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  Invalids  embarked  for  a 
passage  home  is  to  take  particular  care  that  the  Necessaries 
and  other  articles  supplied  for  their  refreshment,  to  the  amount 
specified  in  the  following  Scale,  according  to  the  Station,  be 
exclusively  appropriated  to  their  use ; and  such  portion  as  may 
remain  unexpended  when  the  Invalids  are  discharged,  with 
the  empty  Packages,  Bottles,  &c.,  are  to  be  returned  into 
Store,  and  the  Receipt  for  the  same,  with  a statement  showing 
the  total  Quantity  of  the  several  articles  received,  expended, 
and  returned  (distinct  from  his  annual  Account  of  Medicines,  Appendix, 
&c.),  and  a List  of  the  Invalids  originally  embarked,  in  the  No*  9* 
annexed  Form,  he  is  immediately  to  transmit  to  the  Physician-  Appendix,  E. 
General  of  the  Navy;  and,  should  any  have  died  during  the 
Passage,  he  is  also  to  transmit  the  original  statement  of  the 
Cases  received  with  them,  accompanied  by  a detail  of  the 
symptoms  and  mode  of  treatment  while  under  his  care.

When  Men  can  be  conveniently  cured  on  board,  they  are 
not  to  be  sent  either  to  a'  Hospital,  Hospital-Ship,  or  Sick- 
Quarters,  unless  where  Infection  exists,  or  the  nature  of  their 
Wounds,  Diseases,  &c.,  may  render  their  retention  on  board 
dangerous  to  others  or  injurious  to  themselves;  or  when 
the  number  of  the  Sick  and  Wounded  be  so  great  as  to  pre- 
vent their  receiving  proper  attendance.  Whenever,  therefore,  it 
shall  become  necessary  to  send  any  Patients  out  of  the  Ship 
to  a Hospital,  the  Surgeon  is  to  inform  the  Captain  or  Com- 
manding Officer  of  it,  who  will,  without  delay,  give  the  requi- 
site Orders  for  preparing  their  Sick-Tickets  and  Conduct- Lists, 
and  noting  upon  the  back  of  the  former  whether  the  par- 
ties had  been  victualled  on  board  for  that  day  or  not,  also 
for  inserting  thereon . an  Inventory  of  each  Man’s  effects, 
when  they  are  to  be  carefully  tied  up,  and  marked  with 
the  name  of  the  Ship  and  the  Owner,  in  readiness  to  be 
put  into  the  Boat  with  him,  observing  particularly  that  the 
Arms  and  Accoutrements  of  Marines  are  not  to  be  sent 
with  them  to  Hospitals  on  Foreign  Stations.  The  Surgeon  is 
also  to  give  as  early  information  as  possible  to  the  Resident 
Superintendent  at  Haslar  and  Plymouth,  or  to  the  chief  Me- 
dical Officer  of  other  Hospitals,  of  the  number  of  Patients  in- 
tended to  be  sent,  and  the  probable  time  at  which  they  will  be 
disembarked,  in  order  that  due  preparation  may  be  made  for 
their  reception,  and  every  precaution  taken  to  prevent  the  com- 
munication of  infectious  Disease ; and  on  all  occasions  an 
Officer,  accompanied  by  the  Surgeon,  or  one  of  his  Assistants, 
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will  be  sent  with  them  to  see  that  they  are  properly  received  at 
the  Hospital,  or  Sick -Quarters,  and  that  they  are  conveyed 
thither  with  as  little  inconvenience  as  possible  ; and  should  two 
Boats  be  required,  the  Surgeon  is  to  be  in  the  one  with  the 
worst  cases,  in  order  to  afford  ready  relief  on  the  passage.  A 
detailed  Statement,  sealed  up,  is  to  be  delivered  with  the  Men 
at  the  Hospital,  showing  the  manner  in  which  they  were  first 
seized,  the  nature  and  progress  of  their  disorders,  the  means 
used  for  their  cure,  and  stating  if  there  be  reason  for  sus- 
pecting any  of  their  complaints  to  be  feigned. 

28. 

Every  Surgeon,  from  whose  Ship  any  Men  shall  have  been 
sent  to  a Hospital,  is,  during  his  stay  at  the  Port,  to  visit  them 
as  frequently  as  the  Captain  may  direct,  previously  ascei  tam- 
ing from  the  Medical  Officer  under  whose  care  the  Patients 
may  be,  the  propriety  of  doing  so,  in  order  to  ascertain  whether 
any  of  them  be  so  far  recovered  as  to  return  to  their  Ship  ; in 
which  case  he  is  to  report  the  circumstances  to  his  Captain. 

29. 

By  a standing  Regulation  at  the  Naval  Plospitals,  a Signal 
is  directed  to  be  made  whenever  an  operation  is  about  to  be 
performed.  The  Surgeons  of  His  Majesty’s  Ships  and 
Vessels  at  the  Port  will  therefore  observe,  that  they  are  to 
attend  at  every  such  operation  when  the  Service  will  permit ; 
and,  with  the  Captain’s  permission,  to  take  with  them  such  of 
their  Assistants  as  can  be  spared  from  the  duties  of  the  Ship. 

30. 

He  is  to  keep  a Daily  Sick- Book,  in  the  annexed  Form,  from 
which  he  is,  every  Morning,  to  deliver  to  the  Captain  a List  of 
those  who  are  unable  to  attend  to  Duty,  with  a description  of 
their  Cases  as  entered  in  the  Book,  and  suggest  any  measures 
he  may  consider  necessary  for  their  comfort  and  accommodation. 
He  is  also  to  report  particularly  if  there  be  any  whose  distempers

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are  infectious,  in  order  that  they  may  be  sent  out  of  the  Ship ; 
or  if  that  cannot  be  done,  that  they  may  be  separated  from 
the  other  Patients,  as  well  as  from  the  Ship’s  Company ; and 
every  possible  precaution  taken  to  prevent  the  progress  of  the 
Appendix,  F.  Disease ; transmitting  a Copy  of  the  Daily  Sick-Book,  on 
foolscap  paper,  to  the  Physician-General,  with  his  Journal  and 
Account,  together  with  a properly  arranged  Synopsis,  in  the 

Appendix,  Nosological  Form,  of  every  case  in  the  Sick-Book  during1  the

period. 

31. 

He  is,  without  fail,  to  transmit  regularly  to  the  Phy- 
sician-General of  the  Navy,  completed  to  the  end  of  every 
Calendar  Month , when  on  the  Home  Station,  and,  when 
Abroad,  to  the  end  of  every  Three  Calendar  Months , a 
Nosological  Return  of  the  state  of  the  Sick,  in  the  annexed 
Appendix,  Form,  properly  filled  up  and  signed  by  himself,  subjoining 
thereto,  under  the  head  of  Remarks,  a full  and  comprehen- 
sive account  of  the  several  Diseases,  the  state  of  the  Weather 
and  Climate,  and  the  average  height  of  the  Thermometer,  for 
which  purpose  he  is  to  keep  a Journal  of  the  Weather ; and  he 
is  also  to  detail  every  other  circumstance  that  may  have  had 
an  influence  in  promoting  Health  or  generating  Sickness  in  the 
Ship’s  Company  ; each  Return  to  be  accompanied  by  a List, 
Appendix,  G.  in  the  Form  as  per  margin,  of  the  parties  to  whom  Pension- 
Certificates  may  have  been  granted  during  the  period  of  such 
Return ; or  should  there  not  have  been  any  granted,  a notation 
to  that  effect  is  to  be  made  thereon ; and  a List  of  such  Re- 
turns as  were  transmitted  during  the  period  of  the  Account  is 
Appendix,  H.  to  be  sent  therewith,  in  the  Form  annexed;  but  in  the  event 
of  a continuance  of  any  prevailing  Sickness  when  Abroad, 
whether  of  an  endemic  or  epidemic  nature,  or  whether  origi- 
nating from  contagion,  or  peculiar  constitution  of  the  atmo- 
sphere, the  Return  is  to  be  sent  monthly,  or  as  often  as  oppor- 
tunities may  offer.  If  there  should  bo  a Physician  of  the 
Fleet  on  the  Station,  a Copy  of  every  Nosological  Return  is  to 
be  transmitted  to  him ; and  upon  the  arrival  of  the  Ship  in 
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England  from  Abroad,  or  from  a Cruise,  a Return  is  to  be  im- 
mediately transmitted  to  the  Physician-General,  which  is  not 
to  supersede  or  in  any  manner  interfere  with  the  Returns 
ordered  to  be  made  at  the  regular  stated  periods.  The  Sur- 
geon is  also  to  transmit  to  the  Commander-in-Chief,  through 
his  Captain,  weekly,  or  at  such  other  period  as  he  may  direct, 
a Return  of  the  state  of  the  Sick  on  board. 

32. 

He  is  to  keep  a rough  and  a fair  Journal  of  his  practice, 
in  the  annexed  Form,  transmitting  the  latter  to  the  Physician-  Appendix, 
General  of  the  Navy  at  the  end  of  each  year,  carefully  noting  No'  n* 
therein  every  Disease,  and  detailing  the  daily  symptoms  of  all 
particular  cases,  (including  those  sent  to  the  Hospital,  as  well 
as  cases  of  Death  and  Invalids,)  with  the  Medicines  prescribed  ; 
and,  under  the  head  of  General  Remarks,  to  give  a history  of 
the  complaints  that  prevailed  in  the  Ship  during  the  period  of 
the  Journal,  and  carefully  to  fill  up  the  List  at  the  end,  with 
the  names  of  all  the  parties  who  may  have  received  Wounds  or 
Hurts,  specifying  those  to  whom  Pension-Certificates  have  been 
given ; and,  if  any  malignant  or  infectious  Diseases  shall  have 
existed,  he  is  to  endeavour  to  trace  them  to  their  source,  and 
to  account  for  their  introduction,  explaining  the  means  used  for 
destroying  the  infection  and  preventing  its  re-appearance,  and 
also  what  has  been  the  general  economy  of  the  Ship.  For  the 
omission  of  these  points  no  excuse  will  be  admitted ; and  he 
is  further  most  strictly  enjoined,  at  all  times,  to  keep  his  fair 
Journal  in  such  a state  of  forwardness,  that,  in  the  event  of  any 
sudden  accident  to  himself,  it  may,  with  his  Accounts,  be 
transmitted  as  above  directed. 

33. 

It  being  considered  expedient  that  the  practice  of  Vaccine 
Inoculation  should  be  extended  through  His  Majesty’s  Navy, 
he  is  to  advise  all  the  Men  who  may  be  known  to  have  hitherto 
escaped  the  Small- Pox,  or  who  may  be  even  doubtful  of  having 
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had  that  Disease,  to  be  inoculated  with  the  Vaccine  Virus  ; and 
directions  being  given  that  a column  shall  be  appropriated  in 
the  Description- Books  for  the  purpose  of  noting  against  the  name 
of  every  Man,  whether  he  has  had  the  Small  Pox,  or  been  vac- 
cinated, he  is  to  make  a corresponding  note  on  the  cases  sent  to 
the  Hospital,  with  the  Men  referred  to  in  Articles  25  and  27. 

34. 

When  directed  by  the  Captain  or  Commanding  Officer  to 
inspect  Men  newly  received,  he  is  not  only  to  examine  their 
persons  very  carefully,  to  ascertain  whether  they  have  any 
Hurts  or  Disease,  or  are  in  any  other  respect  unfit  for  the 
Service,  but  he  is  also  to  inquire  very  particularly  as  to  the 
circumstances  in  which  they  may  have  recently  been,  for 
the  purpose  of  judging  whether  there  be  any  risk  of  their 
bringing  an  infectious  disorder  into  the  Ship;  also  whether 
they  are  pensioned  on  Greenwich  Hospital,  and  if  so,  to  repre- 
sent it  to  the  Captain ; and  whenever  Men  shall  he  received 
on  hoard  from  a Rendezvous  or  Receiving- Ship,  whom  he  shall, 
on  examination,  consider  unfit  for  the  Service,  he  is  to  report, 
in  writing,  to  the  Captain,  his  reasons  for  deeming  them  so,  in 
order  that  he  may  thereupon  adopt  the  measures  particularly 

directed  by  his  Instructions.

By  the  Regulations  for  His  Majesty’s  Service  at  Sea,  it  is 
directed,  that,  with  the  exception  of  the  Officers  named  in 
the  Margin,  all  other  Warrant  Officers,  Petty  Officers,  Seamen, 
Marines,  and  others  on  Sea-Pay,  shall  be  entitled  to  Pensions 
when  Wounded  or  Hurt  in  the  Service  so  as  to  disable  them 
from  continuing  therein ; and  that  when  any  person  shall  re- 
ceive such  injury,  the  Surgeon  is,  without  delay,  to  acquaint  the 
Captain  or  Commanding  Officer  with  all  the  particulars,  in 
order  that  he  may  direct  a Pension-Certificate  to  be  made  out, 
which  is  to  be  signed  by  himself,  a Lieutenant,  the  Master, 
the  Surgeon,  and  the  Purser,  and  delivered  to  the  party, 
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agreeably  to  the  said  Regulations,  before  he  is  discharged 
from  the  Ship.  The  Surgeon  is  therefore  to  make  out 
the  Certificate,  according  to  the  Form  in  the  Appendix,  Appendix, 
taking  care  that  the  nature  of  the  injury  and  the  manner  No* 12 ‘ 
in  which  it  happened  be  minutely  described  therein ; but  he 
is  most  positively  directed  not  to  grant  any  such  Certificate 
for  Rupture,  unless  the  Man  shall  make  application  to  him,  or 
his  Assistant,  immediately  after  the  accident ; and  in  that  case 
the  circumstances  by  which  the  Rupture  was  occasioned  are  to 
be  accurately  stated,  with  the  date  on  which  it  occurred  ; and, 
in  addition  to  the  usual  signatures,  the  Certificate  is  to  bear 
that  of  any  Officer  who  may  have  witnessed  the  accident,  and 
is  to  be  dated  on  the  day,  or  at  latest  the  day  after,  it  shall 
have  been  reported. 


36. 

Every  Surgeon  or  Assistant-Surgeon  serving  on  board  any 
of  His  Majesty’s  Ships  or  Vessels  is,  previously  to  his  sending 
any  Letter  or  Communication  relative  to  his  public  duty  to 
us,  or  to  the  Physician-General  of  the  Navy,  to  submit  the 
same  to  the  Captain  or  Commanding  Officer  of  his  Ship  or 
Vessel,  who  is  to  note  thereon  his  approval,  or  such  observa- 
tions as  he  may  think  necessary,  observing  that  all  Letters  for 
the  Physician-General  of  the  Navy  are  to  be  sent  under  cover 
to  our  Secretary,  with  “ Physician-General”  written  in  the 
left-hand  corner. 

37. 

Every  Surgeon  and  Assistant-Surgeon  is  to  give  immediate 
information  to  us  or  the  day  on  which  he  shall  have  joined,  or 
quitted  any  Ship  ; and  every  such  Officer  being  unemployed  is, 
during  Peace,  to  report  his  Address  on  the  31st  December; 
and  in  time  of  War,  on  the  3lst  March,  30th  June,  and  30th 
September  also,  in  each  year,  and  as  often  as  he  shall  change 
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his  Abode,  in  order  that  his  Residence  may  be  known ; and 
should  he  at  any  time  be  in  London  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
up  an  Appointment,  or,  on  being  superseded,  or  paid  off  from 
a Ship,  he  is  without  fail  to  report  himself  personally  to  the 
Physician- General  of  the  Navy. 

33. 

Whenever  any  unusual  expenditure  of  Medicines  or  Stores 
or  departure  from  the  Regulations,  Orders,  or  Instructions,  or,  in 
short,  whenever  anything  out  of  the  common  course  shall  occur, 
he  is  to  attach  an  Explanation  thereof  to  the  Account  for  the 
Period  during  which  the  same  may  occur,  otherwise  the  Cer- 
tificate for  his  Pay  will  be  withheld. 

39. 

He  is  to  obey  all  Directions  which  he  may  at  any  time  re- 
ceive from  the  Physician- General  of  the  Navy,  (or  the  Physi- 
cian of  the  Fleet,)  relating  to  the  dispensation  of  Medicines, 
or  the  treatment  of  the  Sick;  and  to  furnish  every  informa- 
tion, and  in  such  Form,  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required 
respecting  the  patients  under  his  care,  and  the  means  adopted 
for  their  cure  : also  to  communicate  his  observations  upon  any 
points  that  he  may  consider  beneficial  to  the  Service,  and  to 
propose  such  measures  as  he  may  think  likely  to  conduce  to  the 
health  and  comfort,  as  well  of  those  under  his  immediate  care 
as  of  Seamen  in  general. 


40. 

And,  finally,  as  many  favourable  opportunities  are  afforded 
to  the  Surgeons  of  His  Majesty’s  Ships  on  Foreign  Stations 
for  obtaining  a knowledge  of  the  medical  topography  and 
course  of  the  seasons  of  the  several  Ports  and  Countries  which 
they  may  visit,  as  also  of  the  most  prevalent  Diseases,  and  the 
general  method  of  treating  them,  together  with  the  history, 
properties,  preparations,  and  uses  of  the  medicinal  plants  or 
productions,  their  particular  attention  is  required  for  the  attain- 
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merit  of  competent  information  on  these  interesting  points,  to 
which  it  is  expected  that  their  most  zealous  exertions  will  be 
devoted,  as  well  for  the  purpose  of  benefiting  the  scientific 
branches  of  the  Profession,  as  for  exhibiting  a laudable  exam- 
ple to  their  Assistants,  to  whom  this  injunction  is  likewise 
directed,  and  from  whom  an  equal  degree  of  attention  will  be 
expected  to  the  subject.

ASSISTANT-SURGEONS  OF  HIS  MAJESTY’S  FLEET. 


1. 

As  each  Assistant -Surgeon  of  His  Majesty’s  Ships  in  Com- 
mission will  be  supplied  with  a Copy  of  these  Instructions,  he 
is  to  comply  therewith  in  every  respect  as  far  as  they  relate 
to  him,  especially  in  cases  in  which,  owing  to  the  Death  or 
Absence  of  the  Surgeon,  he  may  be  required  to  act  in  his  place. 

2. 

He  is  to  send  to  the  Physician-General  of  the  Navy  at  the 
end  of  every  year’s  servitude,  and  also  on  quitting  a Ship,  a 
Certificate  from  the  Captain  of  such  Service,  and  of  his  Con- 
duct ; and  a Certificate  to  the  same  effect  from  the  Surgeon, 
stating,  also  that  he  has  furnished  himself  with  the  Instru- 
ments required,  and  that  they  are  in  complete  order  ; and  he 
is  to  observe  that  if  he  do  not  regularly  transmit  such  Certi- 
ficates, in  original,  at  the  periods  required , the  omission  will 
be  regarded  as  an  objection  to  his  being  placed  on  the  Half- 
Pay  List,  and  to  his  Promotion.
